End Comes at Saranac Lake 
From Tuberculous Pneumonia 
—Had Long Previous Illness.

SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., Oct. 7 (®.— 
Christy Mathewson is dead. 

Baseball’s “Big Six’’ lost his fight 
against tuberculosis at 11 o’clock tonight 
just as the game’s great climax, the 
world series, in which he played an all- 
important part in 1905, had. got under 
way at Pittsburgh. 

Until several days ago Mathewson was 
in excellent condition, his friends here 
were told, and his death was unex- 
pected. i 

More than five years ago the great 
pitcher, loved and honored’ wherever the 
game is played, began’ what was to be 
a losing struggle. Gassed in the World 
Wear, in France, where he served with 
distinction, Mathewson returned from 
overseas to coach with the Giants, the 
club with which he ‘won his fame, but 
the illness which was finally to take his 
life forced him to retire eee recuperation 
in 1920,

Pickard, introfiuced in Supreme Court 
at Norwich ah affidavit declaring that 
Mathewson Was‘so ill ‘‘that his recovery 
depénds ‘on freedom from .cares and 
worries and any —excitement would 
jeopardize his health.”” But the physi- 
tian later said that he was “all right’ 
but that he was not able to make the 
trip to Norwich, where he had been 
made defendart in an action growing 
out of an automobile accident. .- 

Death, according to’ his physician, 
was due to tuberculous pneumonia. A 
son, Christy Mathewson Jr., who is at 
college, was not at the bedside when his 
father died. 

In this village Mathewson led a quiet 
life. His chief diversion, outside of fol- 
lowing baseball in the. newspapers, was 
checkers and motoring. He loved check- 
ers almost as dearly as he loved-base- 


with experts from all over the country 
who. came to play with him, 
Occasionally Mathewson appeared in 
public either to make an address or to 
talk with frtends-who came from afar 
to visit him. But his chief occupation 
was that of the invalid, a life which 
required constant rest. and relaxation.

President Coolidge in his Omaha speech, 
according to advisers accompanying 
him. 

His plea for tolerance and the elimi- 
nation of racial and religious animosi- 
ties in’ American life, judged by the 
messages of congratulation received by 
the President while returning to Wash- 
ington on his special train, has struck a 
responsive note among the millions 
affected by the antagonistic attitude of 
certain groups engaged in. fomenting 
strife. 

This plea, the dominant. note in his 
speech before the American Legion yes- 
teday, heartened. those, who, like him- 
self, are opposed. to stirring up differ- 
ences. which ‘make.for dissension among 
the American people.

Twenty Monkeys for Study of Evolution 
Are Coming to Johns Hopkins From Asia

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. - 7.—Twenty 
monkeys of the macaque rhesus breed 
are on the way from the Himalaya 
Mountains in Asia to Johns Hopking 
University for exhaustive study in evo- 
lution in the Department of Embryology 
0 of the Hopkins in association-with Car- 
‘negie Institute at Washington. 

Dr. Carl G. Hartman ané Dr. George 
L. Streeter are to have charge of the 
work. Dr, Hartman comes from the 
University of Texas, where he is said 
to have “‘run down’’ the family history 
of the opossum, 

Several large families of these ;}mon- 
keys, consisting of father monkey, moth- 
er monkey and the children, are to be 
established on the Hopkins grounds in 
surroundings as nearly approaching 
their natural environment as it is pos- 
sible’ to obtain. 

Records of births*and deaths will be 
kept. 

The work is intended to extend over 
many years. It eventually will incluce 
the most minute details of what the 
monkey eats, how the monkey mother 
behaves toward the monkey .baby and 
when the baby learns: to walk. When 
the monkeys die examinations will be 
made of their. bodies to determine how 
they resemble man in physical structure. 
The macaque rhesus \has been se-

lected, says: Dr. Hartman, chiefly be- 
cause he ig thought to fepresent a strain 
distinct from other monkeys and seems 
definitely a closer e of man, The 
@Hmate of Baltimore approaches his na- 
tive climate, says Dr. Hartman, and for 
that reason he is more likely to have a 
normal life here than are other mon- 
keys, 

This is the first attempt, says. Dr. 
Hartman, to establish a colony which 


jwill be allowed to grow in numbers anc 


which will be studied from one genera- 
tion to ‘another, Hopkins scientists in 
the past Have been limited in their struc- 
tural ‘bédy studies of the animals to 
those ‘slot in their native wilds. 

It. fs-Buspected, says Dr. Hartman, 
that the monkey hag discovered a food 
of which man knows nothing. Efforts 
will be made ‘to learn whether this is 
true and what-the food is. 

Records will be kept of their diet and 
of the effect of thé diet on their dis- 
positions, 

“It so happens,’’ said Dr. Hartman, 
‘that, fvhile the smoke of baftle rolls 
from Tennessee. over. the. country and 
orators make impassioned speeches on 
evolution, scientists will be quietly learn- 
ing more about the monkey and its re-

Stamm, who 
is a member of the New York Athletic 
Club, Hved on board his yacht, a sixty- 
foot motor cruiser, and usually kept her 
anchored in Long Island Sound some- 
iwhere near Glen Cove, L. I. 

Went on Yacht at Night. 


Mr. Ottinger said he understood ‘that 
Stamm wert on board the-yacht at Glen 
Cove on the night of Sept. 26, after hav- 
ing drawn: the $60,000 that afternoon, in 
order to make good his escape. Resi- 
dents of Glen Cove said yesterday, how- 
ever, that neither Stamm nor his yacht 
was known there. 

The Attorney’ General based his state- 
ment )n inforniation obtained by the 
examination of Benjamin Felleman, 
Frederick Wright, James K. Bailey and 
Eva Citronbaum, employes of Stamm, 
and from a search of his offices at 33-35 
South William Street. 

Mr. -Ottinger obtained an injunction 
under the Martin Anti-Stock Fraud law 
yesterday from Supreme Court Justice 
Selah Strong in Brooklyn restraining 
Stamm from further operations in secu- 
rities.

Says Governor Is Not ‘Interested In

10 Years of Extravagance. 


Ex-Governor Nathan L. Miller regards 
the proposed constitutional amendment 
to authorize the Legislature to provide 
for the issuance of $100,000,000 in bonds] 
at the rate of $10,000,000 a year for the 
next ten years, the proceeds to“be used 
for the acquisition of real estate and 
for permanent public improvements, as 
& plan “to create a $100,000,000 pork 
barrel for the Legislature to apportion 
all over the State.” 

Governor Smith strongly advocates 
ratification of the bond issue proposal, 
which will appear on the ballot as Pro- 
posal 1. Ex-Governor Miller set forth 
yesterday his views in a statement, in 
which he said: 

“Under the present Constitution the 
Legislature cannot issue bonds without 
the approval of the people, except for 
one of two purposes, viz: 

“1. For temporary financing, to meet 
some casual deficit or failure of revenue 
or some expense not provided for, or 

“2. To suppress insurrection, repel in- 
vasion or defend the State in war. 

“A proposal to issue bonds for any- 
thing else to any amount whatsoever 
has to be submitted to a vote of the 
people. 





Says Governor Excuses Proposal. 


“No one disputes the wisdom of that 
requirement. No one proposes to abdlish 
it altogether. It is merely proposed to 
suspend {ts operation for-ten years. In-> 
deed the Governor excuses the proposal 
on the ground that the extraordinary 
power to pledge the public credit, which 
he asks us to confer on the. Legislature, 
is only to last for ten years, 

“The proposal utterly disregards the 
simplest. principles both of finance and 
constitutional. government. .. Indeed, it is 
difficult to understand how it could have 
Passed two Legislatures even upon: the 
urging of the Governor, without its 
grotesque absurdity being perceived. 
That merely shows how little attention 
is paid in the Legislature to proposals 
te amend the Constitution. 

“The real purpose is revealed by the 
Governor’s annual statement reviewing 
the work of the last Legislature, where- 
in he said: ‘Nothing has been’ omitted 
from the appropriation bills that can 
not well be taken care of at the begin- 
ning of the next session from the in- 
creased income of the State without 
necessitating a single dollar of increased 
taxation, unless the people themselves 
at the polls should this Fall reject the 


Sees Tax Increase Next Year. 


‘Despite an increase in revenues of 
$30,000,000 a year in the last three years, 
despite the large surplus at the begin- 
ning of that period, the Governor fore- 
sees the necessity of increasing taxes 
next year unless the pending proposal 
be adopted. The truth is that that ne- 
cessity has probably been put off for 
another year by an unexpectedly large 
increase in revenues this year. It can 
be avérted altogether by introducing or- 
der, efficiency and economy in the public 
administration. 

“*The’Governor says that the objectors 
to his proposal do not trust the Legisla- 
ture, but he himself: stoutly maintains 
that the Legislature is not even to be 
trusted to appropriate tax money, un- 
less by, constitutional amendment. the 
Goyernor be empowered not only to pre- 
pare the budget but to write the appro- 
priation bill itself, another proposal 
which evinces a striking disregard of 
our American system -of constitutional 
government. But he admits that there 
are restraints on the appropriation of 
tax money, restraints which do not ex- 
ist. in the case of borrowed mony. In 
fact, he complains of ‘the economy in- 
duced by the necessity of justifying the 
tax bill to the people. 


Says Smith Spends Easily. 


“Tt is necessary to provide the revenue 
to meet appropriations of tax money. 
That operates as a’ great check. Bor- 
rowed money is easy money. It is not

SAYS ITALY YIELDED OPTION 


‘Government Lacked Funds to Buy 
Treasures, He Declares——Expects

Hiram H. Parke, Vice President of the 
American Art Association, confirmed 
yesterday the report from Paris that a 
number of masterpieces of the Chiesa 
collection which have been catalogued 
by the Italian Government as national 
art treasures, supposedly forbidden to

The Italian. Government, mr. Parke 
said, lifted its prohibition on the export 
of these paintings because their owner, 
Achillito Chiesa, is a bankrupt—a bank- 
rupt because he made a far greater art 
collection than he was able to pay for. 
The Italian national art law gives the 
Government the right to purchase paint- 
ings and other art treasures under these 
circumstances at a fair valuation, but 
the Government lacked funds and de- 
cided not to exercise the options which 
the law gave it in this case.

effect that it has sustained the trial 
court in finding Bishop Brown guilty 
of heresy because of writings in his 
book, ‘‘Communisni and Christianism.”

Maurice E. Connolly, Borough Presj- 
dent of Queens, disclosed yesterday 


that the present repairs on the Queena 
boro Bridge, which have ¢aused in- 
creased vehicular -congestion at that 
point, were due not to a mere repaving 
of the driveways, but to the crushing 
and breaking, throughout almost the en- 
tire length of the bridge, of the’ steel 
buckle~plates underneath the pavement 
that prevent vehicles from dropping into 
the“ river.’' 

The Borough President declared that 
these plates were in a <langerous condi- 
tion and that they must be removed and 
replaced by stronger plates of steel. 
The plates were designed for maximum 
loads of six-ton trucks drawn by three 
horses, Mr. Connolly sajd, but they have 
been crushed because they were now 
subjected to the — of loads weighing 
thirty or forty ton 

Borough President Connolly's state- 
ment continues: 

“The Commission of Plant and 
Structures, Csnesignonar Mills, who 
has cooperated in every way with us, 
has advised me that it is impossible to 
utilize the pedestrian roadway for mo- 
tor vehicles and our engineers bear him 
out. Under the arches there is not suf- 
ficient clearance to permit vehicles to 


pass. 

“A single roadway for vehicles might 
be provided where the trolleys now 
operate, but this would mean the 
continuance of the trolleys.

Matty’s Death Casts Gloom Over 
Series’ Players and Leaders. 


PITTSBURGH, Oct. 7 (%).—The pass- 
ing of Christy Mathewson brought a 
heavy touch of gloom late tonight to 
baseball men gathered ere for the 
World’s Series, and expressions of sym- 


pathy were given by Commissioner Lan- 
dis and Presidents Heydler and Johnson 


.as well as the players, who first knew 


‘Matty’ as a fellow-player, then as a 
manager and latterly as President of 
the Boston Braves. The news of Math- 
ewson'’s death was unexpected, as the 
last word received here by his friends 
was that he was holding his own.

It heard 
the mingled groans and ‘cheers as Joe 
Harris banged a homer for the Senators 
in ~the seténd and when a cluster of 
hits scored two more in the fifth. It 
heard the deafening roar which greeted 
Traynor’s. four-bagger in the same in- 
ning. Then came the last half of the 
sninth. 

“While we're waiting,’’ came from the 
announcer, ‘‘théere is some one here who 
would like to say a few words to you— 
the great,and only Honus Wagner.’’ 

Then, through the ether, came the 
\voice of the one and only Honus: 

“I would just like to tell you, folks,’’ 
said the one and only, “‘that Pittsburgh 
will have a few men on the bases this 
inning.’’ 

And Honus called the turn. There was 
a roar when Johnson hit Carey. Deadly 
silence-and only the annouricet « voice 
when Cuyler struck out. Then another 
roar as Barnhart singled. 

“Two men on the bases, three runs 
needed to tie the game," came the deep 
tones of the announcer. New York 
thrilled as if the scene were being en- 
acted on its’ own playground at the 

Stadium. And then came Pittsburgh’s 
final plaintive note, not so very audible, 
as both Trayror and Wright filed out.

The energy and determination 
shown by District Attorney Banton 
and the Judges before whom he is 
mov-ng so many indictments for trial 
are of good augury. Here is one 
thing, at any rate, that can be done 
to diminish the ‘“‘ crime wave.” 

Why has it not been done before? 
That question is-sure to be asked by 
the public. People will not fail to 
notice that the District Attorney spoke 
of the need of clearing up cases on the 
calendar which had “ accumulated 
during the Summer.”

THE PRESIDENT DEFIED. , 
Americans who judge thejr officials 
by performance have a poor opinion 
of the Shipping Board and a very. good 
opinion of President Cootmpar. By its 
latest exhibition of ineptitude, made 
worse by bad manners, the Ship- 
ping Board sorély tries the patience 
of the public. When Mr. Coo.ipcse 
appointed H. G. Datton of Cleveland 
as his personal representative to in- 
quire into the board's relations with 
Admiral Patmer, Chairman O'Connor 
had the good sense to regard the Pres- 
ident’s intervention as a stay upon the 
board’s purpose to resume control of 
the business of fhe Emergency Fleet 
Corporation, particularly of negotia- 
tions to sell ships, which at the Presi- 
dent’s request Admiral PALMER was 
allowed to take over. A letter had 
been ‘sent to Mr. Coo.ipcE reflecting 
upon the’ ability of Admiral Parmer 
and advising him that the board in- 
tended to txercise full authority in 
future. The letter had not been pub- 
lished when he left Washington for 
Omaha. The Shipping Board, refus- 
ing to be guided by its Chairman, re- 
newed its war upon Admiral PaLMER 
and by a majority vote -removed him 
from his office as President of the 
Fleet Corporation. 
The Commissioners who paid no at- 
tention to the, President’s desire for 
an inquiry and who contumeliously 
defied him were Admiral BENSON, 
FREDERICK I. THOMPSON of Alabama, 
Bert E. Haney of. Oregon, whose res- 
ignation Mr. Coouipce had asked for, 
and Vice Chairman PLumMMER> Cap- 
tain ELtmMer E. Crow.ey of Boston, 
managing. operator of the .American 
Export Line, was put at the head of 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation. 
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they were not prepared to go to trial, 
though the cases in which they had 
been retained were clearly marked on 
the calendar. To sémie of these pleas 
for postponement the Judges perforce 
consented; but they are thinking of 
making a rule that when a case is set 
down for trial it shall be tried, no 
matter what the dilatoriness or multi- 
ple engagements of counsel. . 

All must hope that what we are now 
witnessing is not a merely spasmodic 
attempt to make the processes of crim- 
inal justice swift as well as sure, but 
is the beginning of a movement, long 
to be sustained, to clear up the calen- 
dars and fill up the prisons with crim- 
inals who ought to be there. 


BOYCOTT TACTICS IN CHINA. 
The international inquiry into the 
Shanghai shootings has not begun un- 


der the brightest auspices, Chinese 
public opinion and the Peking Govern- 
ment have boycotted the proceedings. 
The fact that the court of inquiry is 
presided over by an American jurist 
has not availed to remove native sus- 
picion and hostility. From this our 
Shanghai correspondent concludes that 
the investigation is likely to work 
more harm than good. If the findings 
vindicate the conduct of the police 
who fired on the crowds last May, 
there may be expected a new upflare 
of public wrath which will not spare 
our own Government and our citizens 
in China. If the court finds that the 
police were to blame, in whole or in 
part, it may stimulate Nationalist in- 
transigeance. 

We must wait for the event. Justice 
demands that the court of inquiry go 
at its task without ulterior considera- 
tions of policy... If, however, the fact 
turns out to be that a serious mistake 
was made by the international] authori- 
ties, a frank avowal supplemented by 
such amends-as may be proper under 
the circumstances need not provoke 
the mischief our correspondent fore- 
sees. Foreign ‘‘ prestige ’’ may suffer 
thereby, but the time is past for dis- 
cussing the réle of foreigners in China 
in’ terms of prestige. Realities must 
be faced. Chinese self-consciousnéss 
must be recognized and dealt with. It 
is not inconceivable that a confession 
of error emanating from the court of 
inquiry may lead to a favorable re- 
vulsion of feeling. It is a noteworthy 
circumstance that hostility to the Jap- 
anese has rapidly abated, despite the 
fact that it was a strike in the Jap- 
Lanese mills which brought on the ‘un- 
happy events of last Spring. The 
reason is that the Japanese factory 
owners have hastened’to make their 
peace with the strikers and with pyblic

The smile which 
this:is said to have provoked among 
the plenipotentiaries at Locarno may 
have been natural, but must have been 
rather sad. 

Such displays of the old German 
temper may charitably be thought of 
ag, due to an inveterate habit not yet 
reformed. ‘There is no doubt that the 
new leaders of Republican Germany 
are striving to reform it. Dr. Srresz- 
MANN’s statement of \German gims 
and hopes left little to be desired. It 
was almost an echo of what.

Would it not 
be fairer to class'them all*as “advocates of 
artificial words,’’ along with the authors 
of the words automobile, aeroplane, radio 
and verbal innovations in general? 

You say: ‘‘What all ignore is that there is 
every historical justification for the ‘Stile.’ ” 
If there is anything that is not ignored, 
but which on the contrary ia harped on by 
the standpatters in this matter, it is the 
historical justificatiog to call ourselves 
“‘Americans,’’ but what indeed is ignored is 
that this same right exists for every other 
people in this hemisphere. Here it may be 
well to note that the name “America” was 
applied to South America before it was to 
North America, and was extended to both 
continents more than two hundred years’ be- 
fore the United States of America came 
into existence. 

Whether we shall continue in. our abuse of 
the word ‘‘American’’ is to many people a 
question of right, but to an ever-increasing 
number it is one of convenience. They have 
experienced the inconvenience of not having 
an’ unequivocal designation for the people of 
this country or for the characteristic or 
quality-of relating to it. They are insistently 
calling for one. To tell them that they have 
a right to the equivocal appellation of 
*“‘American’’ is like. telling a rheumatic that 
he has a right to. have rheumatism, They 
want relief from a present rouble, and are 
going to have it: This does not mean that 
they “will change the name sanctioned by 
Congress, the .““United States of America.”

“CITY OF EMPTY | NICHES. 


Perriton Maxwell's Plea ‘for Stat- 
wary Meetc Approval. 

To the of Thé New York Times: 
I 1 to take off.my hat to Peérriton 
Maxwell for his services to this.city by 
writing the letter in-which he complains 
of the empty niches in our churches, pal- 
aces and. business houses, all calling in 


statuary, and in which by implication he 
indicts the architects of this city—and 
of the United States—of either stu- 
pidity for including in their building de- 
signs niches about the filling of which 
they are totally indifferent, or of a 
slavish knuckting. down, through weak- 
ness or greed, to ‘‘crassly materialistic | 
clients’”” whom they serves - 

His letter gives a little color to a re- 
mark of Emerson: ‘‘He is master who 
brings the world around to his opinion 
after twenty years.’’ For, thirty years 
ago, while serving as Vice Président of 
the Architectural League of New York, 
I was asked to make an address at their 
annual meeting on the subject: “What 
Can Architects Do for American Sculp- 
ture?” Although I .had the - venerable 
George B. Post, a truly great architect, 
at side as President, I boldly told 
thé architects that not only did they do 
very little to aid the evolution of sculp- 
ture in this country, but that they ac- 
tually hampered it. And one of the 
proofs I cited was this very practice of 
leaving unfilled. with statuary the niches 


they designed to be built into their build- | 


ings—holy_and unholy—but which they | 
allowed to remain gaping and xelling for 
the statuary which, by every rule of com- 
mon sense, ought to be placed- in those 
niches before the buildings were de- 
clared complete. 

I told them that every niche thus left 
empty was a fraud either on the own- 
ers of the buildings or on the publi¢ 
and a e either to the architect or 
the owner, or both, and a civic crime, 
since it was an indictment of all our 
citizens. 

I: suggested then: that a movement 
should be started by the league to have 
all. such empty niches filled with statu- 
ary. Of. course, I ‘“‘got myself in 
dutch’’ with the architects. They could 
not bear having slammed in their faces 
—and by a “‘cocky’’ young Secretary of 
the Sculpture Soclety—the simple truth 
that it is. silly monkey-business to 
build a building with a niche for statu- 
ary and not put the statuary in the 
niche; and that if they did not wish to 
go to the expense of putting into the 
niches the statuary they call for, why, in 
Heaven's namé, did they not leave niches 
out of their designs? For twenty years 
the architects looked at me “‘cross-eyed”’ 
for my daring to tell them this simple 
truth. I suppose the “trimmings’’ I 
used in presenting the truth seemed to 
them a little too caustic. 

Let,us redeem ourselves. Let us take 
away the now ever-present justification 
for the ridicule that all cultured visitors 
from abroad shower upon us when they 
see these empty, gaping niches on many 
buildings ‘in our city, while we proudly 
flaunt our wealth and power in their 
faces, ignorant of the fact they look at 
us with their tongues in their mouths, 
to keep them from derisive laughter. 

I do not want to make any of these 
statues myself—having passed the al- 
lotted “‘three score years and téen,”* But 
let the young sculptors do them. Suppose 
it would cost a million dollars to fill all 
the empty niches in the city, what.of it? 
Is it not worth that much-to ‘the richest 
city on earth to prove to. the world 
that at last we have opened our eyes 
to the fact that for a hundred years we 
have been blind to the common sense 


above all on a cathedral or a palace— 
should be left unfilled with statuary? 
Is it not worth a million dollars to prove 
to the world that it is mistaken when 
it calls us a nation of mere money hunk- 
ers but dead to thé fact that beauty is 
the highest thing on earth, and that a 
cathedral full of gaping. niches crying 
for statuary is not perfectly beautiful? 

The Architectural League should have 
started a crusade thirty years ago to 
fill these empty niches by appointing, 
as I then suggested, a standing com- 
mittee to take charge of the movement. 
When will the league start this “arive,”” 
and associate with it: the American In- 
stitute of Architects . and the National 
Sculpture Society?

Physician Prominent In Work for 
the Insane—Served Thirty Years 
In State Hospitals. 





Dr. Marcus B. Heyman, Superinten- | 
dent ‘of Manhattan State. Hospital for. 
the Insane on Ward's Island, died sud+ 
denly yesterday afternoon. , After hav- 
ing lunch with Mrs. Heyman in their 
home on the island, Dr. Heyman lay 
down for a brief nap in the living 
room. Three-quarters of an hoyr later, 
when his wife went to awaken him, he 
was dead: Apparently he had not moved 
after settling himself for sleep. 

The news of Dr. Heyman’s death was 
especially aéliocking to hig associates in 
the hospital; since they had seen him 
yesterday morning at his usual routine 
duties, apparently in the best of health, 
and had heard him make an address on 
Tuesday at the graduation of a class of 
nurses. At various times recently Dr.

UR* declaration of war hea 

scarcely bgen made when the 

Med and Associated Powers ar- 

ranged to send visiting war mis- 
sions to the United States. ’ 


We were jn the war with no army to 


no airplanes; and with but a hazy con+ 
ception upon the part of the great ma- 
jority of our people as to what it was 
all about. While the Government was 
busy in -arrgnging to furnish men and 
munitions and tp evoking a. war senti- 
ment the Allies undoubtedly believed 
that they gould contribute to the en- 
thusiasm of our people by sending dele- 
gations to express the sentiments of 
their countries. They undoubtedly were 
also actuated by the comniercial motive 
of obtaining money and credits at the 
hands of the Government. 


In the same month in which war was 
declared the first of these missions ar- 
rived. It came from our sister repub- 
lic France. This ‘delegation was re- 
ceived on the first. day of May, 1917, in 
the Senate of the United States. 

Aside from the French Ambassador, 
the two outstanding figures of the com- 
mission were M. René Viviani, Vice Pre- 
mier of the Council of Ministers, and 
Marshal” Joffre. The Senate was ad- 
dressed by Viviani in French. It was 
quite interesting to me to watch the 
countenances of certain Senators; ob- 
serve them shaking their. heads in :af- 
firmation when to my certain knowledge 
they had less information of the French 
tongue than they had of the Choctaw 
language. I myself nodded and smiled 
although what he said conveyed to me 
no more information than a menw: card 
in ‘French, but I could not afford tok 
low those who were in the galleries to 
imagine that I was not at least High 
Lingo.

English 
to be the better language, for I realize 
what a hodgepodge of tongues it is, but 
because it is the language of our courts, 
our Constitution, our Legislatures,~ our 
laws, our great newspapers, our colleges 
and our universities.’

“in that’ samé™ month of May, on the 
eighth day thereof, the Senate was 
‘again convened in- recess for the purpose 
of meeting dnd ‘greeting the British 
War Mission. At the head of it was 
that great statesman, the Right Hon. 
Arthur James Balfour, principal British 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 
It contained also the Hon. Sir Erick 
Drummond, who is now the Permanent 
Secretary of the League of Nations; 
Rear Admiral Sir Dudley R..S. de Char 
of the navy and. Major Gen. G. T. M. 
Bridges. The mission was accompanied 
by the then British Ambassador Sir 
Cecil Arthur Spring-Rice. Perhaps no 
family in the British Empire has had a 
longer or more honorable career than 
the one from which sprang Mr. Balfour. 

The reception of the French Mission, 
while of course graced with logic and 
reason, was nevertheless a reception in 
whieh the sentiments of the heart pre- 
dominated. It was an occasion of feel- 
ing and emotion. It brought back in- 
voluntarily to the minds of most of us 
that wavering Continental line which for 
seven long years resisted the oppressions 
of King’ George, demanding and finally 
receiving their rights. It saw coming 
to the support of that feeble Continental 
Army the Marquis de Lafayette, Count 
de Rochambeau and the favor. and 
friendship of the French people. Here, 
for the first time on American soil, 
‘there was an opportunity for the repre- 
sentatives of the people to express their 
love and gratitude to France and to 
Frenchmen. It was to my mind a genu- 
ine, old-fashioned love feast. 


The bitterness and animosity « en- 
gendered by the revolutionary fight had 
long since disappeared from the 
thoughts and minds of well read Amer- 
icans so that when Mr. Balfour and his 
delegation appeared it was not a hos- 
tile and cold réception ‘which they re- 
ceived. Upon the contrary,:-it was a 
warm and intellfgent one.. It ‘was, 
however, largely a reception of the 
brain. It. was to hear a man who 
stood for manly things speak in a manly 
and logical way about the real issues 
involved ‘in. the. war. It was to be a 
cold, calm and déliberative presentation 
of the ties which’ bound together men of 
English-speaking tongug | in the . great 
conflict. .

Eight Courts to Speed Up Trials 
and Instill Fear Into Gunmen 
by Severe Sentencés. 





HYLAN ASSAILS ROSALSKY 








Mayer and Enright Assert Judge 
_ Should Stay on Bench Instead 
of ‘Roaming About Europe.’ 





Although only six of ‘ae parts of 
General Sessions were opened yesterday, 
the Courts and the prosecutors - made 
further marked progress in the drive to 
clear their calendars and the crime sit- 
uation “by instilling foar into robbers 
and gunmen. When the drive actually 
got undér way on Tuesday seven Judges 
were sitting, with Judge Rosalsky and 
Judge Nott absent. Judgé Rosalsky re- 
turned from Europe on. Monday: and 
opened his part of court yesterday. 
Judge Nott, because of ilimess, was un- 
able to appear. Judges Mulqueen and 
Mancuso did not appear and it was 
understood that they would open their 
parts of the court this morning. 

About two dozen cases were disposed 
of yesterday and twenty-one the day 
before. In most instances offenders 
pleaded guilty and. were remanded for 
sentence. ‘A few indictments were dis- 
missed .for lack of evidence and a few 
men were convicted by juries for crimes 
of violence. 

Three men. were sentenced, five others 
pleaded guilty and the trials of five 
men under indictment were ordered by 
Judge Allen in his part of General Ses- 
sions during the day. 

There were sixteen cases on Judge 
Rosalsky’s calendar. ‘Three men pleaded 
guilty and the cases of three'others were. 
set for . immediate trial.. -Two . men 
pleaded ‘guilty before Judge McIntyre 
and three others are to be placed on 
trial in. that part of the court this morn- 
ing. Two pleas of guilty were entered 
in Judge Collins’s part, and juries were 
drawn for the trial of two others. . The 
trials of two alleged offenders on Judge 
Koenig’s calendar were begun, after 
five had pleaded guilty. and were re- 
manded for sentence. One man was 
sentenced ‘by Judge Talley, who, after, 
finishing one trial, began ‘another. 


Attack Enright’s Critic. 


Mayor Hylan and Police Commissioner 
Enright issued statements. attacking 
Judge Rosalsky for his criticism of Mr. 
Enright’s administration .of the Police 
Department, expressed when the jurist 
returned from Europe. Judge Rosalsxy 
declared that the police situation had 
been ‘‘badly handled’’ by Mr. Enright, 
and that in his twenty years’ on the 
bench: he- had never seen crime condi- 
tions worse, 

In the statement issued by the Mayor 
he said: 

“Ie udge Rosalsky is correctly quoted 
in an interview given by him upon his 
return from a European vacation, in| 
which he criticizes the See Comunis: | 
sioner and the police, I would suggest | 
to him!‘that he stay in ‘the city and | 
attend to his duties on the bench and 
try some of. the».criminals roaming 
around the cfty.on bail, Likewise he 
might lend. a hand toward sanding to jail 
any of the criminals who have been 
rounded up through’ the scenery * of the 
police and are now. awaiting trial. He 
might do this instead of roaming‘ about 
Europe, and then coming back and ¢rit- | 
icizing, 

“T would suggest’ that Judge Rosalsky 
take anothér trip to Burope and after 
having enjoyed another vacation to re- 
turn and attack the Mayor. This would 
muke a’ good second alibi. It is sur- 
prising how much a New York Judge, 
getting $17,500 a year of the taxpayers’ 
money, can learn about. conditions in 
this. city while he is in Europe.”’ 


Says Judge Seeks Publicity. 


Referring to the jurist as “Solon Ro- 
salsky,’’ Commissioner Enright in his 
statement attributed the criticism of his 


administration of the force as a bid for 
newpaper publicity. 

“I wonder what kind of .rare meat 
Solon Rosalsky. fed on in Paris that he 
has grown so strong and well informed,’’ 
the. statenrent continued. ‘‘Did he learn 
much of New York crime conditions dur- 
ing .his visits to the cabarets and pal- 
aces.of joy in Paris and other Buropean 
cities. or did he get the ‘low-down’ in 
the smoking .room of the steamship 
Olympic?’ 

The Police Commissioner said that “‘if 
some of our Judges did not need so 
much rest, perhaps we could have more 
speedy justice in this city, which is 
the best deterrent for criminal activities 
that I know .of.’’ 

Replying to Judge Rosalsky’s comment 
that a citizens’ reserve police should 
be built up in this city, Mr. Enright 
said that a limited reserve, provided ~~ 
law, already existed, but difficulty ha 
been experienced in recruiting it to full 
effectiveness. 

Taking issue with Judge Rosalsky’s 
statement that crime was out of hand 
in\ this city, the Commissioner declared 
that the records of District Attorney 
Banton’s office would show a consider- 
able decrease in the thumber of indict- 
ments pending, compared to last year. 
Mr. Enright adds that the police, force 
never found in Judge Rosalsky ‘‘a real 
champion ‘or supporter in the work of 
law .enforcement.and the dispensation 
of justice.” 

Commissioner Enright admitted Judge 
Rosalsky’s comment that many crim- 
inals known to the police were roaming 
the streets without molestation, but as- 
serted that many had been arrested and 
freed on bail or parole, or were ‘‘pre- 
maturely discharged from prison through 
the medium of an indeterminate sen- 
tence or following the expiration of an 
entirely inadequate sentence, om the

fully, acted delightfully too, may be a 
psychological study of women, a lucu- 
bration on the subject of marital jeal- 
ousy, a philosophical thesis on the con- 
trast between dreams and reality—or 
simply esoteric play-comedy. All these 
elements are bound into thé, vagaries 
of this deft and: supple comedy, and are 
brought out in a very thorough per-’ 
formance with Wallace Eddinger, Roland 
Young and Phyllis Povah. The humor 
does not split the sides with merriment; 
indeed, it does’ not often’ provoke laugh- 
ter. More than once, especially in the 


first_act, the talk becomes most enervat- 
ing. But, nevertheless, it is generally 
amusing in a subtle, airy way and al- 
ways intelligent. This ‘thigh comedy” 
has more than a castial resemblance, in 
fact, spirit and technique, to Molner’s 
“The Phantom Rival,” produced in New 
York just eleven years and Ohne day 
before. 

Tne performance last evening justi- 
fied itself in every way. Chiefly by use 
of extended duologues, the thread of 
comedy runs on bewilderingly through 
many ‘moods of satire, wisaom, extrava- 
gance, disillusionment—never actually 
definite, never baldly intelligible in 
the usual argot of the theatre; in fact, 
from the point of view of the audience, 
never thoroughly satisfying. In the first 
act a jealous Budapest lawyer, Dr. 
Kelemen, a perfect example of the in- 
feriority cémplex, taxes his wife not 
with infidelity but with a longing for 
infidelity, with a persistent toying with 
excitement—all in a public restayrant. 
While this beratement is going 6n, in 
walks a stranger who nods somewhat 
timidly to Mrs. Kelemen. She professes 
not to know him. Brt her husband re- 
calls the man’s photograph in his ara 
album and prepares himself for e 
worst. 

At home, in the second act, Dr. Kele- 
men drags from his wife a farewell letter 
written by this man seven_years before 
when his proposals for marriage had 
been rejected. The letter promises that 
the humble writer will return in good 
time, worthy of her hand—a brave sol- 
dier, a famous diplomat,-a great artist, 
!.or perhaps only an obsequious servant. 
A dream scene recalls this old faithful 
suitor to his old childhood affinity in 
all these promised capacities. The final 
act brings him in the flesh to Dr, Kele- 
men’s house on business. Alas! he turns 
out to be not the romantic hero Mrs, 
Kelemen had dreamed but .a stupid, 
dull, commonplace clerk. Forthwith the 
Kelemens prepare for a happy, domes- 
tic scene with the idle dream of the in- 
truder thoroughly shattered. 

As a matter of fact, “The Tale of the 
Wolf” seems to be a dramatist’s holiday 
rather than a play in the usual sense ; 
and an actor’s opportunity. For the 
duologues are all fairly long without 
achieving much of dramatic value, But 
the lines in the first act in the restau- 
rant portray in subtle fashion the per- 
plexed, unreasonable, childlike state of 
mind of a man insanely jealous. In the 
dream scene, set in the Countess’s pal- 
ace, the lines are swollen with grandiose 
figures of speech, which Dr. Kelemen 
tersely describes as twaddle. A beauti- 
ful, soft blue setting by Joseph Urban, 
fantastic without being obvious; four 
stiff lackeys in livery, who march up and 
down the stairs now and then, evoke 
the mood of this scene without obscuring 
the foreground. This scene. also is 
amusing without Being  boisterously 


merry. 

If ‘“‘The Tale of the Wolf’’ is an actor's 
opportunity it might as easily become 
an actor’s dilemma. The present per- 
formance bears down no more heavily 
than.the playwright, and sketches where 
bold strokes would draw chromo, -Mr. 
Young's Dr. Kelemen is a well-composed 
portrait. As he ‘played the part, Dr. 
Kelemen was grave, sullen, suspicious, 
maddening in his persistence. His pa- 
tronizing manner-before the intruder in 
the last scene, once the danger had been 
averted, was equally restrained and 
tickling. Miss Povah enacted a wise, 
tolerant wife who indulged her infant 
husband but kept romance burning bright 
in her heart. 

Mr. Eddinger’s part as George Szabo, 
the returned suitor, offered the greatest 
variety. His first appearance in the 
restaurant did not betray the play- 
wright’s forthcoming tricks.

the feature of the commodity. reports 
filed for review at the conference ot 
‘shippers and railroad officials, General 
industrial production will show.an aver- 
age increase of from 10 to 15 per cent. 
in the next ninety days over the same 
period of last. year, based on the esti- 
mates of the various industries as to 
their car requirements. A marked in- 
crease of production is expected in the 


following industries: Automobile, chem- 
ical, confectionery, fertilizer, leather, 
milk, paints and oils, cordage, paper and 
pulp, petroleum and petroleum products, 
tobacco and building materials. 

No change in car requirements is ex- 
pected for the’ next three months in the 
following industries: Canned goods, clay 
and clay products, glass, container, lime 
and gypsum, machinery, storage and 
warehouse and textiles. 

8. B. Crowell, Vice President of the 
George B. Newton Coal Company of 
Philadelphia and Chairman of the Coal 
Committee, ‘reported that up to the pres- 
ent time the domestic users’ of prepared 
sizes of anthracité were being well taken 
care of. sa 

“After these sizes are taken,’ said Mr. 
Crowell, ‘‘there is enough pea coal to 
last until about the end of November, 
and in certain localities stfficient to 
take care of-the situation until Jan. 1, 
1926. There appears to be enough buck- 
wheat coal, which can be used for heat- 
ing purposes in an emergency, to last 
until after Christmas, both for the do- 
mestic user and steam user. 

“There is probably two months’ stock 
of bituminous on hand. Threats of a 
strike in West Virginia are not alarm- 
ing. Even so, it would appear that there 
is enough expansion in non-union mines 
to absorb the 30 per cent. production of 
bituminous coal mow coming from union 
mines. 

“In Central Pennsylvania many of the 
bituminous operators are now sizing 
their coal, so that in addition to the 
normal supply of run-of-the-mine bitu- 
minous there will be a large tonnage of 
low-volatile prepared sizes coming from 
the Central Pennsylvania mines to ease 
a tight situation. Dealers throughout 
the Eastern territory have been edu- 
cated as to proper methods to burn 
bituminous coal should it become nec- 


éssary. 

The Coal Committee also estimated 
that 50 per cent. less iron ore would 
be moved during the next three months 
than in the same months of 1924. 

The Coffee Committee expects a5 per 
cent. increase in coffee shipments for 
the last quarter of this year over the 
same quarter of last year, consequent to 
the fact that a “previous tendency to- 
ward the use of coffee substitutes has 
apparently run its course.”’ 

A summary of the reports of some of 
the most important industries in, the 
Atlantic States fellows: ;

The Board of Directors of the Fifth 
Avenue Bank of New York celebrated 
yesterday the fiftieth anniversary of 
its first meeting, held on Oct. 7, 1875. 
The first méeting of the directors was 
held in the Sherwood House, a family 
hotel which preceded the recently de- 
molished Delmonico Building on the 
northeast corner of Forty-fourth Street 
and Fifth Avenue, across the street 
fromthe present. bank building at, 530 
Fifth Avente. : 

A. S,. Frissell, Chairman of the pres- 
ent board and former Presfient of) the 
bank, who is ‘80 years old, is the only 
living. member of the original board. He 
received fifty American Beauty, roses. 
yesterday from the other directors. 

The minutes of the fitst meeting, which 
were read, were in Mr. Frissell’s hand- 
writing. He was the cashier of the 
bank when it opened, six days after the 
initial directors’ meeting. Later he be- 
came President, being succeeded in 1916 
by Theodore Hetzler. 

Mr. Frissell recalled yesterday that 
for the first year the bank paid\a rental 
of $2,600 fér space approximately 20 by 
75 feet. This included heat and gas. 
Now this entire corner property is as- 


recently at $312 a square foot. A.thirty- 
three-story office building soon will oc- 
cupy this site. 

President Hetzler, addressing the meet- 
ing, said that the age of. the board, 
from the viewpoint of ‘‘friends across 
the sea,’’ might, perhaps, be considered 
a short existence. 

“But as things go in America,’ he de- 
clared,; ‘‘a record of half a century of 
stability and progress on the part of 
this bank, and the continued ability to 
merit the esteem of its friends and cus- 
tomers, is, we feel, sufficient to war- 
rrant our speaking particularly of this 
anniversary at .— time.’’ 

A letter from illiam H. Porter, a 
director of the bank and member of J. 
P. Morgan: & Co,, addressed to Mr. 
Frissell, was read. Included in the 
rcelebration was the reading from a file 
of THE New YorK Trmes containing the 
issye of Oct. 7, 1875. In addition to the 
financial news, interest at the meeting 
was centred fn such headlines as ‘‘Man- 
hattan Railway Plans of Rapid Transit 
Fixed,’’ and ‘“‘Moody and Sankey to Go 
to Philadelphia.”’ 

The bank began business on Oct, 13, 
1875,/1n the basement of the old Sher- 
wood House. It aimed to furnish a place 
of deposit for persons residing or doing 
business in the neighborhood, and it 
was thought that at least 50,000 people 
were near enough to the bank to fur- 
nish its clientele. 

The first President was Philip Van 
Volkenburgh.- The first Vice President, 
JohnH, Sherwood, was a prominent 
builder who was the pioneer in the erec- 
tion of, high-class residences north of 
Forty-second Street and who did much 
to establish upper Fifth Avenue as an 
exclusive residential section, 

ut 1890 the bank movVed to ‘its 
present site on the northwest corner of 
Fifth Avenue and Forty-fourth Street, 
then .the residence of John B, Cornell, 
which had been built in 1866, It later 
bought the adjoining residence of Man- 
ton Marble, former editor of The World. 

An interesting feature in connection 
with. the history of the bank is that 
from 1626, when Peter Minuit bought 
all Manhattan for about $24, there have 
been only four transfers of the corner 
on which the bank stands.

‘When such a crook sees that he is 
about to go into bankruptcy, he steals 
from his creditors what he has left in- 
stead of honorably turning it over to 
them, 

“Six sncidanas ago I organized‘a Com- 
mercial Frauds Bureau. Since its or- 
ganization we have obtained more pleas 
of guilty in ‘such cases than ever be- 
fore. I am steadily reorganizing and 
adding new Assistant United States At- 
torneys. ‘ : 

“There are now. 15,000 commercial 
fraud cases pending arid I have only 
about one Judge and one-half (one of. 


the Federal Judges spends only~ two 
weeks in each month at this work) to 
try them, while District Attorney Joab 
H. Banton of New York County is com- 
plaining because he has only about 
cases and nine Judges, I have asked fo’ 
another Judge or two, and I urge this 
association to join me in a plea for at 
least four or five more Judges. 

‘“‘We want the business men to realize 
that they do not have to tolerate being 





robbed. ee want them to co to us

ie prison. But we do not want the busi- 
ness men to come to us with complaints 
and then settle these ‘complaints later

“‘What would you think of a man who 
had his pocket picked on the subway, 
then offered to settle with the crook on 
a fifty-fifty basis and not prosecute?
